3 is acknowledged. Claim (s) 2-3, 6-7, 20 are withdrawn from 
further consideration by the examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to non-elected species, not all claims depending upon 
or otherwise including the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

Applicant is reminded that if the amendment of any claims 
results in a change of the species they read upon, that is required to 
be indicated. In addition, if any new claims are added, it is required 
that the applicant indicate which of them read on the elected species. 
Failure to do so will result in a holding of nonresponsiveness. 

Claims 18-19 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
and/ or second paragraphs, as the claimed invention is not 
described in such full, clear, concise and exact terms as to enable 
any person, skilled in the art to make and use the same, and/ or for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

What does "F end face" and "end face accuracy ... 30 um" 
mean? Documentary evidence that these are standard and definite 
terms in the U.S. is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim(s) 1, 5, (and claim[s] 18-19, to the extent definite and 
understood), are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), as being 
anticipated by Japan '529 ("Japan"). The examiner finds all claimed 
subject matter to be present. 

See Fig. 1. 

Claim(s) 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), as being 
anticipated by Yamaguchi et al. ("Yamaguchi"). The examiner finds 
all claimed subject matter to be present. 

See abstract. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 8, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Japan as set forth in the rejection of claims 1,5, 
and 18-19 above, and further in view of GB '292 ("GB").

The examiner finds that the GB reference discloses the 
conventionality of the use of multiple rollers to facilitate lubrication. 
The examiner finds that one having ordinary skill in the art would 
have found that substituting multiple rollers for the absence thereof 
in the Japan device would have been obvious to facilitate 
lubrication. 

Alternatively, the examiner finds that the broad provision of 
this/ these features, and asymmetrical pockets vis-a-vis that/ those 
disclosed by the reference solve(s) no stated problem insofar as the 
record is concerned and, accordingly, would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice. See In re Kuhle, 526 F.2d 553, 188 USPQ 7 
(CCPA 1975). 

Claim(s) 4 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Japan as set forth in the rejection of claim(s) 1, 
5, (and claim [s] 18-19, to the extent definite and understood), 
above, and further in view of official notice of common knowledge in 
the art, or, in the alternative, engineering design choice. 

The examiner finds that it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to provide the additional feature(s) in question since it was known 
in the art to do so to provide the function(s) disclosed. 

Alternatively, the examiner finds that the broad provision of 
this/ these features vis-a-vis that/ those disclosed by the reference 
solve(s) no stated problem insofar as the record is concerned and, 
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accordingly, would have been an obvious matter of design choice. 
See In re Kuhle, 526 F.2d 553, 188 USPQ 7 (CCPA 1975).
